“ Jones, who lives at 6549 Lowe 
av., testified Tuesday that Bold- 
en offered him $25, CM to act - 
as a go-between for him and! 
Joseph Spagnoli Jr., 31, of 5301 
Quincy st., the accused counter- 
feiter. 

■ Spagnoli has testified that 
Jones told him he could have 
the complete government file 

.on his counterfeiting case for 
$30,CC0. ’Jor.es is under indict- 
ment for counterfeiting. 

Walter Sees Jones 

Walter testified that last sum- 
mer Bolden sent him to tell ■ 
Jones that he could get his ' 
counterfeit plates and paper 
back “if he wanted to play !

Walter wept during cross-ex - 1 
amination.
